J. Is it possible our contemporary does 
not know that the exact converse is 
thetrutL? Our only hope of having 
•V^oustruction oommtincod this year 
{ between Esciaimalt and Nauaimo" hin> 
g08 on compromise with Mr. Maclccn- 
zie. Nay, it would appear more than 
probable iihatrthe having of the rail- 
way uponYancoaver Island at all is to 
turn on the Borae pivot 1 "To be, or 
not to be; that's the question." It's 
elenr enough now who are obstruct- 
ionists, and who the party of ijrogress 
— -who are bought, and who are^ free to 
advocate the cause of tlio people. The 
telegram wliich we publisli in another 
colunjii ijoinl.s out the two wajs and 
their results, and it will be well for the 
people to be on their guard, and not 
bo misled by interested Jliuistors and 
their mouthpieces. iNo one will ac- 
cuse the two gentlemen wIiobo names 
are appended to tho telegram of being 
"bought," much less of an intention 
to "sell tlie country. " Among tho 
foremost and most earnest opponents 
of the Grovernment scheme for relax- 
.ing tho railway covenant in tho dark 
and without any compensating advan- 
_ tagos, lleBaiM Slucdouuld ulid IvOs- 
coe, having no political axes to grind, 
are disposed to deal with the matter 
in a business and rational spirit and 
not imperil the best interests of the 
country under the pretence of guard- 
ing them. We may, however, re- 
mind Messia Macdonald and lloscoe, 
and all concerned, that Mr. Macken- 
zie's proposal must have something 
more than the immediate construction 
of the line between Usquimalt and 
Nanainiy to recommend it to th« 
country. However important to this 
section of the Province such construc- 
tion might be, it could not pos.sibly 
meet the just expectations or satisfy 
the stern necessities of those iuhabi 
ting tuo Mainland. In, honest truth, 
DO proposal which does not promise an 
imincdiate market for the accumula- 
ted and rotting productions beyond 
the Cascades can reasonably be ex- 
pected to meet with much favor in 
that section of the country. Nor are 
tbe inteiests of the two sections es- 
sentially diSerent in this respect; for 
Burely whatever tends to promote the 
permanent prosperity' of the Mainland, 
without inflicting injustice on other 
parts and interests, must of \ery ne- 
cessity prove more of less beneficial to 
Vancouver Island; and vice versa. In 
considering any proposal that Mr. 
Mackenzie may have to submit (or ra- 
ther has submitted , for the proposal 
has long been in the hands of tho lo- 
cal Government,) it will, therefore, 
be the duty of ali to rise above mere 
local and sectional considerations as 
much as human nature can, nnd look 
more to what will bo just and benefi- 
cial to the whole. Looking at the 
matter from the stand point thus in- 
dicated, we have only to repeat what 
has been said in previous articles with 
respect to lha early comnieucoment 
of railway oonati-uotiou at two or 
more cuntrnl points beyoml the Cascades, 
and meauwhilo pushing forward tho pro- 
tnised waggon-road aad telegraph line. 
WeLavoalsoto add that tho miniamm 
expenditure of a million and a half ought 
to apply to railway construction on the 
MaiuliMid, and be additional to, and alto- 
gether apart from I^iliiial oxponditiue. 
Oaco again would no protest against the 
conduct of tlie local Goveniinoat in con- 
cealing and keeping buck Mr. i\Iacken- 
lio'u proposal— a proposal which, if satis 
factory iu details, is not unjikely to com- 
moad itself to the good sonue of rational 
men, But aUogetber apart from tlie inor- 
its or demerits nt tlieso TerinB, which are 
Mr. SIackcnzii3'« iiltiiijatuiu, tlioy ought 
to be aulniiitted to tho peoiiii',wlia alone 
are proper iiiid compotent judges. Tlio 
issue le far too momentous to be decided 
by fotir Ministers. — more especially when 
theso Ministers have so strong a motive 
for rendering an uafavoruble judgment.

British Jastioe. IfBeeoheris innocont, 
liis dismiasal under and on uccountof tho 
auapicion of complicity in a grave crime 
is n gross and cruel injustice. If, on the 
other hand, he is guilty, a groat wrong 
has been done to sooiaty. If Ihegroumls 
of suspicion were such as to wurnint bis

•179. The decrease is in a great measure 
owing to the largely increased use of 
machinery, and also to the fact that many 
of tho diggers who were mining by them- 
solveu in old workings, and earning only 
a bare subsistence have either aeleeteil 
land and are cultivating it, or else have 
betaken themselves to some other more 
lucrative pursuits. Tho quantity of gold 
producted in Victoria in tho eight years 
has been as follows: In 18156 it was 1,-

370 oz. ; in 1872, 1,317,102 oz.; in 1873. 
1 ,219, 107 oz. The total is 11,024,231 oz. ; 
c<iual to £44,096,024, calculating the 
value £4 an ounce. .

gings. ■ •' 

uiie of tho mo.st pleasing facts connect- 
ed with tho return of the Isabel is the 
reception by Mrs. IMooro of 48 ozs. of 
IJoase C!roek gold, sent down by her 
sons, who were thawing the ground and 
w.'.sliiug with rockers. 

Tho Hudson Bay Company also re- 
ceived a small amount of dust by the 
Isatjel. 

The Moore Bros, continued to do well. 
As high as -10 ozs. were obtained from a 
hole in tliuir claim in ono day. But the 
snow was still deep in many places, ond 
prcjspocting was very dilUouU to accom- 
plish and many men were leaving for the 
.South discouraged. 

The Isabel made made tho run up in 5 
('ays from Victoria and huiiled her pass- 
engers, all waU, at Wrangel. Tho pas- 
sage was pleasant and all on board were 
quiet and peaceable. The Chinese •were 
uot harmed. 

llie rtteainor Glonora was aground on a 
bar 40 miles up the Stickeon River. She 
had a large freight, one of Moore's barges 
in tow and 5 or (i liead of cattle. She 
cast oflf the barge and landod the cattle, 
and was taking out some e-'.rf,'o. The cur- 
cnt wa.'i very strong, ami it was doubted 
jf she could get up at jiresont. 

The steamer Hope was at Wrangel, 
having guL in about 2 hours before tlie 
Isabel loft for Victoria, on Thursday 
last. 

Millard's packtrain were to be driven 
up by the banks ot the river. 

Soino men have been lost in tho Stick - 
oon River. One was a brother of George 
Lawrence of this city, tin account of 
whose death will be found in one of our 
correspondent's letters. The other three 
were seen passing up the river in a canoe, 
.hortly afterwards tho canoe and some 
articles were seen floating down tho river 
iiid n.- tidings have since been heard of 
the three men. 

Mr. Sylvester, with Barnard's Ex- 
press, left Deaso Creek on tho 22nd April, 
riiere about 700 mcTi in the mines alto- 
gether and as many more were met on 
the road. The snow on Deaso Creek was 
18 inches deep. Thirty miles west of 
the creek the snow was nearly t;ono. 

James Trook was taken with bleeding 
of the lungs, while sitting iu his camp on 
Dense Creek, and died in fivo minutes. 
.Vn inquest was held by Mr. Adams and a 
verdict rendered in acoordauoe with the 
facts.

Eoiron i'oi.'vNisT:- 1 will givo you a 
short au'jountof our triji on tlio Stickoen 
from Wrangel to this port: 

Wo left Wrangel on tho morning of tho 
1th, by canoe, n.ivigated by nino In- 
dians, willi strong henil winds, continued 
rain, and a strong current. As wo as- 
cended the river wo reached a point 
about -10 miles from thi> moi'tli, known as 
tho Ice Mountain Ilillle or Skookum 
Chuok, which isskookuui imlced. Those 
rapids derive their namo from an ico 
mountain which looks over them, about 
si.t miles in length and 400 or 500 feot 
high, the towers of which i)rosont tho 
gr.inJcit view I have ever witnessed. No- 
thing of iini)or'ance occurrcil from this 
until wo reached within live miles of tiie 
U. B. Company's Post, where wo 'en- 
countered another rifilo which I think 
will stagger the highest pressuro-boat 
they liavQ got on tho Frns r. 

Atjabout 5 p. m. we re.iolifid tho II. B. 
(.Jompany's Post and found hytween 150 
and 200 men camped. The first unws wo 
heard was that an (dd Victorian had fallen 
througii the ice and was drcwnud (namo 
unknown), about 15 miles abovo. 

The only house here is that of tho Com- 
pany, which is occupied as a tialing 
post, in charge of Mr. White, who allow- 
ed ua to spread our blankets on tho floor 
instead of (nilside in the snow and rain; 
and also Mr.Hunter.i'.ustoins oflicor, who 
represents the Dominion Government, 
e.xtondotl to us every courtesy. 

There is not tho slightest sign of vogo- 
Intion, not a bnd to bo .-;eiin, but every- 
thing is covered with snow, which varies 
from Wrangcd up, from one to fivo feet 
in do])th. Tho river is rising 
rapidly, two foot every 21 hours and run- 
ning n't the rate of air. knots. 

Wo are going to make an early start 
tomorrow and; on reaching Buck's Bar, 
which is 100 miles further on, I shall 
wrilo again. ' 

Wo have passed about fifty men going 
back. Not a single ono of them speaks 
disoourasfingly of the mines. They only re- 
gret going aowrlysad ranniugthortof .
